Applicant response in paper No. 10 is hereby acknowledged. Claims 1-3, 6, 6, 8- 
10, 14, 15, 17, 19, 20, 22, 24-31 and 63-74 are pending in this application. 

The amendment filed April 9, 2002 under 37 CFR 1 . 1 16 in reply to the final rejection has 
been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for allowance and will not 
be entered because: Rejections to claims under. 35 U.S. C, 102(b) and 103(a) are maintained for 
the same reasons set forth in the office action mailed in paper No. 4 and 6. Applicants have 
considerably narrowed the scope of the invention by redefining Rl . However, the amendment has 
not rendered the art rejection moot given the still broad Rl definition. For example, claims 1-3, 6, 
8-10, 14, 15, 17, 20, 24-27 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a) over Jegham as Rl can be 
substituted imidazole. In view of applicants' amendment not overcoming the art rejection, this 
application has not been placed in condition of allowance. 

There is no convincing showing under 37 CFR 1 . 1 16(b) why the proposed amendment is 
necessary and was not earlier presented.
